sons had been taken to hospitals and 
one body remained in the wreckage. 
The accident was caused by two 
street 
cars 
colliding on the bridge 
and running to the edge of the span. 
A steep incline runs to the north ena

turn in the street. While proceeding 
down the hill

southbound car lost control and the 
car collided with a delivery wagon. 


Slides Off Track. 
This threw the car off the track 
and it slid along the pavement and 
onto the bridge just in time to meet 
a northbound car.

IN RURAL SCHOOLS 


lEfforts Being Made to Have Cooking 


and Sewing Generally Taught 


in 'Rock County District 


School*. 


Efforts 
are being made to have 
cooking and sewing generally 
taught 
in this rural schools of Rock county. In 
the recent issue iof the bulletin pub- 
lished by the county superintendent's 
office, it is urged in the following man- 
ner:"It is the desire of the state depart- 
ment of education that work in do- 
mestic science be taken up, to a lim- 
ited, extent in the rural schools. We 
feel that this practical, helpful work, 
and we are anxious to get it started. 
"After considering 
the matter .we 
feel that more satisfactory work will 
be done if sewing is "done in the fall 
and spring, and cooking during • the 
winter months. With that plan in mind 
a few lessons have been worked out 
for the sewing to be done this fall. 
"Every teacher is expected to teach 
this work outlined for sewing. Where- 
ever possible it will be expected that 
teachers will also teach the cooking. 
"Last year a pamphlet, "Suggestions 
for Teaching Cooking and Sewing in 
the Country Schools of 
Wisconsin," 
was distributed 
to every 
country 
school. You should find it among the 
pamphlets in your library. If you need 
a copy write to this office. 
"The first and second grades will not 
be required to do ih'is work. If the 
school Is not larg-e and there are small- 
er children, it will do no harm to 
teach them the simpler part of the 
work. There are parts of this work 
which the boys can and will do with 
proflt to themselves. 
We have found 
boys very much interested and'doing 
better work even than some of the 
girls. 
"The time to teach this work: Se- 
lect any one day of the week and take 
one hour of the day for the work.
